Superintending School Committee 


The undersigned as Superintendent of schools in Brentwood, for 
the year 1875, hereby presents his annual report. 

The schools have generally, the past year, been favored with com- 
petent and faithful teachers, and have held on their way through their 
several terms, with a good degree of prosperity and success. They 
are not continued through so many weeks in the year, and the schol- 
ars are, on an average, younger, and for both reasons less advanced 
in the course of study, than is the case in some other towns where 
the schools are kept three quarters of the year; they may not mani- 
fest such thoroughness in study, or bear such searching examinations, 
asin more favored localities, but all things considered, we need not 
be ashamed of our schools; our care should only be to sustain them 
more generously, and strive for their improvement. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The school in this district has, through the year, been under the 
charge of Miss Susie L. Currier of South Hampton, who was the 
teacher, last year, of the school in No. 2; and she has shown in this 
school the same diligence and faithfulness that marked her labor 
there. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


This school was committed to the charge of a new teacher, Miss 
Clara A. Jenness, a resident in the district, She proved an efficient 
and faithful teacher, and the school appeared to have made com- 
mendable progress.

DISTRICT NO. 3. 


During the spring and fall terms, this school was taught by Miss 
Mary J. Folsom of Newmarket. She is a teacher of large experi- 
ence, and proved zealous and efficient in her work. Her method was 
unique, involving a free use of the blackboard, and constant drill in 
the rudiments of the various branches of study. The fall term was 
brought to a sudden close, after the sixth week, by the severe illness 
of the teacher. Miss Sarah W. Webster of Kingston, became the 
teacher for the winter term, and is unquestionably to be classed with 
our efficient and faithful teachers. ‘The school was a success, though: 
it is to be regretted that so many were led, by various causes, to 
leave the school before the close of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


This school was, for its spring and fall terms, under the charge of 
Miss Lydia B. Judkins of Kingston. The teacher and the school 
during its 24 weeks, seemed to pursue their way quietly and pleas- 
antly, and a good degree of progress was apparent at the examina- 
‘tions. 


The new outline wall maps which have been procured for school 
No. 1, have proved highly beneficial, not only to. the classes in ge- 
ography, but to all the members of the school. They ought to be 
furnished for every school house in town. A mechanic might as well 
be expected to accomplish all he could wish, when supplied only with 
the rudest kind of tools, and a small number at that, as our schools 
to make good progress, without a supply of good text books and 
other necessary school apparatus. 


In all the sehools, there has been more or less of declamation, 
Let no parent suspect that the practice of committing to memory well 
selected pieces to speak before the school, is but a sacrifice of time 
and a hindrance to the regular course of study, Scholars will seldom 
be better employed, than when treasuring up in mind the language 
and thoughts of our best writers, or cultivating the art of addressing 
an audience with due self possession and propriety. Singing has al- 
so been practiced in one or two instances. It would be an improve- 
ment, if it could be made a regular exercise in al! the schools. 


Let me here remind parents of the importance of seeing that their 
children are constant and punctual in their attendance at school. 
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What interest can we expect them to feel in a school they attend but 
two or three days in the week, or what knowledge will they get of a 
study, when every second or third lesson is passed over and never 
learned. In some of the schools, the average attendance is sadly 
below the aggregate number of Scholars. 6 

We often speak ofthe duties that teachers owe their pupils, and 
for like reason, the people of the district whose children they are 
employed to teach. But there are also duties which parents owe the 
teachers. And one of these duties is that of co-operation. The la- 
bors of a teacher are often arduous and trying. How it adds-to her 
burdens to see the parents indifferent to her work, and holding her 
off at arm’s length as if they had no common interests with her, and 
were under no obligation for whatever pains she may take for their 
children’s benefit How much, on the other hands does it give her 
encouragement and aid, when they show an interest in the school, 
by personal visits and words of cheer, and by encouraging their 
children in their studies, and enjoining upon them a diligent and or- 
derly course at school. ‘ 


Another duty to the teacher is a friendly and fair estimate of her 
character as teacher. How many there are who judge, and perhaps 
condemn the teacher, merely from the gossip they hear among the 
children. But are children, say from ten to twelve or fourteen years 
old, sufficiently intelligent and reliable judges of a teacher’s merits ? 
Will children especially who have exposed. themselves to reproof and 
discipline, always bring a fair report of the character of the teacher 
or the school? Would we consent to be judged by such evidence ? 


Let me say to the scholars, do not imagine that your progress in 
study depends entirely onthe teacher ; it depends far more on your- 
selves, Be willing to work; be determined to improve your time and 
do your duty in school and you will make good progress, though 
having avery ordinary teacher. But the best teacher in the world 
will do you little good, if you have no wish and make no effort to 
improve, and if you expect to be carried in the teacher’s arms, like a 
helpless infant, all the way up the hill of learning. 

I would remind the Prudential Committee that, according to the 
law, teachers should not be put in charge of the schools, ‘till they 
have produced a certificate from the Superintending Committee, of 
their examination and acceptance as competent teachers; and no

teacher shall receive payment for his or her services, without prodne- 
ing a certificate from the same Committee, that the teacher has deliv- 
ered to him the School Register, with blanks duly filled and questions 
answered. 

In closing, I would give expression to the thankfulness we should — 
feel to a kind Providence, for watching over the lives of teachers and 
pupils, and for the prosperity that has been vouchsafed the schools 
of the town the past year.
